AUTO RACER KILLED AS HE

Percy Lambert, Holder of Several 8

IN COURT WIN CASE 
FOR CLASSMATE 


They Present Numerous Motions 
in Suit for $4 Brought by 
Graduate, 


‘Eight students of Washington Uni- 
versity Law School won their first case 
Thureday afternoon, when, after a 
courtroom scene that resembled a class 
rush or a basket ball game, Justice 
Werremeyer of Clayton dismissed the 
suit of Thomas B. Waters of Linn 
Creek, Mo., against Grady Gafford, a 
student, for $4. 

Waters graduated from the law school 
last June. While in the university, he 
had acquired a $10 electric iron. With 
this, he frequently pressed his suit. 
Whether this was for the purpose of 
pressing another suit, of a romantic 
nature, does not now appear, but it has 
caused him to press a suit of still an- 
other kind—the suit in Werremeéyer’s 
court. This pressing was intended to 
put a crease in Gafford’s bank account. 
On leaving the university, Waters 
chose Linn Creek, county seat of Cam- 
den County, as the scene of his forensic 
endeavors. Linn Creek is near to na- 
ture, is not in the Keokuk dam — 
sone, and has newer

not to take his electric iron to a place 
where no electric current was to be had, 
and he sold it to Gafford for . Or 
rather, for the promise of $4, to be 
sent after Gafford got back to his home 
in Sherman, Tex. Waters waited and 
wrote, but did not get his $4 Lately 
Gafford returned to the university. 
Werremeyer got a letter from the 
young lawyer the other day, asking 
him to file suit against Gafford for the 
$4, and stating his cause of action. No 
money was inclosed to guarantee costs, 
but the Justice sent a constable to the 
university to summon the defendant. 
Gafford appeared in court with his 
eight attorneys, and the octette at once 
began filing demurrers, urging nunc pro 
tuncs, quoting the rule in Shelley’s case 
and citing the Fourteenth Amendment, 
the Bill of Rights, Magna Charta and 
the Pandect of Justinian. 

Buyer Found Iron “No Good.” 
The plaintiff was not present, and 
was not represented, except by his 
letter, which lay open before the 
Justice during the din of mo. 
tions and objections. When 
Gafford could quiet his coun- 
sel enough to make his testimony 
heard, he said he had bought the 
iron, but had found it “no good,” and 
had written and told.Waters so, but 
that Waters had insisted on pay- 
ment. 

“How much does the iron weigh?” 
Werremeyer asked, as the babel of 
lawyers began again. 

“About 10 pounds,” said Gafford. 
“Send it back to him by parcel 
post,” said the Justice, “Case is dis- 
missed. The Court is out the costs.”

Is that & mere coincidence, or it Is significant 
of something? 

The two-chamber Assembly 1s 4 survival from 
earlier days. Cities, adopting it, copied the po- 
litical structure of the state and nation. It was 
assumed a city like a state was primarily a po- 
litical organization. The city, with population 
concentrated on a few square miles of land, was 
cut up into little imaginary districts (wards), in 
imitation of the legislative districts of the state, 
so each ward could elect its agent in the lower 
house, while a smaller group of men, elected at 
large, made up the upper house, or Municipal 
Senate. ; 

Time has taught us the city government is not 
a political affair at all; that it is only a business 
house, created by citizens to collect taxes to 
pay for community servicés—water, streets, 
sewers, schools, hospitals, parka, libraries, police 
and fire protection, lighting, ete. We have 


learned the political form of organization copied 


from the state and nation doesn’t meet the city’s 
needs. It is too big and clumsy and costly and 
irresponsible; too readily blocked by shrewd po- 
litical bosses acting for specfal interests. Pub- 
liv opinion may control & thajority in one cham- 
ber, only o be defeated by an adverse majority 
in the other. 

One- chamber government marks the passing 


ot the idea that a city is a political entity, and 


the coming of the idea that a city ‘is just the 
people's business house. It gives the city that 
compact, responsible organization which Ameri- 
cans have universally adopted for ‘their private 
affairs. : 

There is no more reason why a city should 
have two legislative bodies than for a labor 
union, or a social club, or a railroad to have two 
boards of directors.

Judges George D. Reynolds, A. D. 
Nortoni and W. H. Allen—to compel 
them to certify to-the Supreme Court for 
review the damage suit of Edward W. 
Nelson against the united Railways. 
Preliminary Writ Issued. 

A preliminary writ citing the three 
Judges to show cause why the Nelson 
case should not be certified up has been 
served on them. They have authorized 
Glendy B. Arnold, attorney for Nelson, 
to act for them also. On Thursday Ar- 
nold filed a motion to quash the certi- 
orari proceedings, contending that the 
Supreme Court is without jurisdiction 
to review a case which another Appel- 
late Court has finally determined. 

It is argued that should the Supreme 
Court decide it had jurisdiction it would 
give litigants opportunity to extend their 
cases for years. This, it is pointed out, 
especially might prove embarrassing to 
poor plaintiffs in suits against wealthy 
corporations. 

Nelson, who was a laborer, obtained 
a verdict against the street car com- 
Pany three years ago in the Circuit 
Court for $4200 on account of: injuries 
received in a car accident. Tue Court 
of Appeals, in an opinion written by 
Judge Nortoni, recently affirmed this" 
judgment. 

Instruction to Jury Attacked. 

The United Railways sought a re- 
versal on the ground the trial court had 
erred in instructing the jury that dam- 
ages might be assessed on account of 
loss of earnings as well as for his in- 
juries. The United Railways argued 
this instruction should not have been 
given because there had been no evi- 
dence showing what the plaintiff had 
earned. 

Judge Norton, in his opinion, held 
there was evidence that the man had 
employment at the time of injury and 
that the court could take judicial notice 
that he was not working for nothing. 
The trial court had the right to as- 
sume that Nelson was getting nominal 
pay at least and it was proper to let the 
jury determine this in fixing compen- 
sation, said the Court of Appeals. 

Counsel for the United Railways al- 
leged that this instruction is contrary 
to the latest controlling decision of the 
Supreme Court in another case. The 
Court of Appeals said the case cited by 
the company wae not applicable in the 
Nelson ease. The alleged conflict in 
opinions is given by the United Reail- 
ways as the reason why the Supreme 
Court should take jurisdiction.

Friends of Councilman Ask Gol- 
leagues te Have Adverse 
Action Reconsidered. 

An attempt will be made in the City 
Council Friday to obtain reconsidera- 
tion of the vote by which City Coun- 
selor Baird was asked, last Tuesday, to 
decide whether Councilman William 
Protzmann had forfeited his office by 
writing a $5000 bond for the Regal Shoe 
Co., to secure the city under an excava- 
tion ordinance, favored by Protzmann as 
a member of the Public Improvements 
Committee. 

Two of the three Councilmen who 
voted against the inquiry have asked 
members who voted for it to move a 
reconsideration, fn the hope of reversing 
the 6 to 3 vote by. which it was decided 
to investigate Protzmann’s status. 

Former City Counselor Walther gave 
an opinion in 1911, when Protsmann was 
a member of the Council, declaring that

Freed by President to Whom 
Telegram Was Sent—Parent 
Became III Through Grief. 


Melbourne McGranahan, 19 years old, 
freed by resident Wilson from the Fort 
Leavenworth prison, after serving one 
month of a one-year term on a charge 
of desertion from the army, reached St. 
Louis two hours too late to attend the 
funeral of his mother, Mrs. Catherine 
MeGranahan of 519 North Spring avenue. 
His father, Charles McGranahan, to.d 
Friday of the youth’s enlistment in 
July, 1912, and of his arrest, shortly 
afterward on the charge of desertion 
from Fort Yellowstone, Mont. 

Mrs. McGranahan became Ill through 
grief, and the family tried to arrange 
for the son’s release, in the hope that 
his presence here might save the moth- 
er's life. He sent a telegram to Presl- 
dent Wilson at Mobile, Ala., and got a 
reply saying that the President would 
investigate the matter at once. Mrs. 
McGranahan died Sunday, and the fu- 
neral was held Wednesday morning at 
St. Xavier s Church. At noon the youtn, 
freed by the President, but delayed in 
returning by a train wreck, reached the 


home.
